• Claims including reasons for refusal: Claims 1 to 5, 7, 8, and 
25 to 27 

* Claims 6, 9, 11 to 24, and 28 to 35 were deleted due to the amendment 
made by the applicant on December 13, 2005. 

•Examination results regarding matters other than claims: None 

• Claim that can be registered: Claim 10 

* The Claim that can be registered was determined as a result of 
the examination based on the criteria at the time of the issuance 
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of the notification for submission of a written argument . Therefore, 
if any new reason (s) for refusal is/are found later or any new 
reason (s) for refusal arises/arise due to the amendment made by 
the applicant, the claim may be rejected after the amendment is 
dismissed. 

(Reason) 

<Reasons regarding the claims including reasons for refusal> 
1. There are flaws in the description of Claims 5, 7, 8, and 25 
to 27 of the subject application as indicated below, so the subject 
application cannot be granted a patent as not meeting the requirements 
provided under the provision of Patent Law Section 42(4) (ii) . 

(Note) 

* It is unclear which of the data processed in the first program 
and the data processed in the second program "the data" described 
in Claims 5, 7, and 8 indicates. 

• It is unclear what "a new data format which is difficult to be 
restored from the original data format to the original data format" 
described in Claim 25 means. In addition, it is unclear whether 
"difficult to be restored" means "impossible to be restored", or 
means otherwise. 
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• Since Claims 26 and 27 are dependent claims of Claim 25, it cannot 
be recognized that the inventions according to Claims 26 and 27 
are described clearly . 

2. The inventions according to Claims 1 to 5, 7, 8, and 25 of the 
subject application (hereinafter, referred to as "the invention 
of the present application") cannot be granted a patent under the 
provision of Patent Law Section 29(2) since they could have easily 
been achieved by persons who have common knowledge in the technical 
field to which the inventions pertain (hereinafter, referred to 
as "those skilled in the art") prior to the filing based on the 
following indications . 

(Note) 

The invention of the present application relates to an 
apparatus and an information processing method that provide a 
technique for safely executing various application programs in a 
mobile terminal having limited resources. 

The cited invention of Korean Patent Application Laid-open 
No._2000-58603 (2000. 10. 05) relates to a screen editing method 
for a terminal device that allows a user to edit the screen on a 
display screen of a mobile terminal device by connecting to an Internet 
server through the mobile terminal device for mobile communication 
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and downloading a desired image one by one in real time or downloading 
a whole screen editing program at one time, whereby a user can readily 
create a desired screen through his/her own mobile terminal device. 

There are similarities in the objects and effects of both 
inventions in that both inventions allow a user to download an 
application for handling and processing image data from an external 
device to execute a large scale and flexible process. 

By drawing a comparison between the invention of the present 
application and the cited invention in terms of the structures thereof, 
it is found that: 

(1) the technical structure of the invention according to Claim 
1, in which a control controls a processing unit that executes a 
first program and a second program received from the server apparatus 
so that the processing unit completes execution of the first program 
and then receives and executes the second program to further process 
the execution result of the first program, corresponds to 

the technical structure of the cited invention, in which, when 
a client is connected to a WAP server via the Internet using a WAP 
browser, an initial menu screen stored in a program D/B of the WAP 
server is caused to be displayed on a screen of the client, a menu 
displayed on the initial screen is selected to input an initial 
menu, and upon completion of the initial menu setting, a screen 
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structure stored in a data management D/B of the WAP server is selected 
to edit a desired image. 

Note that, it is possible to insist that the invention of the 
present application is different from the cited invention in the 
description of Claim 1 of the present application regarding the 
first program and the second program. However, because the first 
program corresponds to the WAP program of the client for connecting 
the WAP server of the cited invention and involves inputting the 
initial menu thereby, and because the second program involves editing 
a screen by the screen editing program of the cited invention, the 
invention of the present application is a mere modification of design 
which could have sufficiently been predicted by those skilled in 
the art without any difficulty in structure and added if necessary 
to be combined with the cited invention. 

Therefore, the invention according to Claim 1 could have easily 
been achieved by those skilled in the art based on the cited invention . 

(2) Claims 2 to 5 are dependent claims of Claim 1. 

Claim 2 describes that the terminal apparatus is carried by 
a user. However, the terminal apparatus corresponds to the mobile 
terminal device of the cited invention. 

Claims 3 and 5 describe that the terminal apparatus includes 
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a shooting unit and an image storage unit that stores shot image 
data. However, the shooting unit and the image storage unit 
respectively, correspond to a camera unit and a storage unit that 
stores shot images of an ordinary mobile communication terminal 
device which cannot be considered special. Further, the inventions 
according to Claims 3 and 5 could have sufficiently been predicted 
based on the cited invention in which the edited screen is 
automatically stored in the terminal device of a client side. 

The registration portion that registers processed data of Claim 
4 corresponds to the technique of storing the edited screen in the 
screen storage D/B of the WAP server of the cited invention. 

Thus, the inventions of Claims 2 to 5 could have easily been 
achieved by those skilled in the art. 

(3) Claims 7 and 8 are dependent claims of Claim 1. Claims 7 and 
8 describe that at least one of text data and audio data is included 
in the data, and incoming melody data that gives notification of 
incoming data when data is received is further included therein. 
However, this is a mere description of the embodiment which expresses 
a type of the data, and an effect is predicted to be hardly obtained 
as compared to the image data of the cited invention. In addition, 
including the incoming melody data in the data at the time of reception 
of the data is a mere embodiment for ordinarily notifying the reception 
of the data. 
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Thus, the inventions according to Claims 7 and 8 could have 
easily been achieved by those skilled in the art. 

(4) The technical structure of the invention according to Claim 25, 
including the steps of : executing an external program; and outputting 
the data of a new data format which is difficult to be restored 
from the original data format in accordance with a request including 
information that specifies internal data and information that 
designates a destination for output, corresponds to the technical 
structure of the cited invention, including the steps of: executing 
the WAP browser of the client for connecting to the WAP server; 
and creating a newly-edited screen by selecting and editing a desired 
screen stored in the data management D/B of the WAP server. 

Note that, it is possible to insist that the invention of the 
present application is different from the cited invention in the 
description "difficult to be restored to the original screen" of 
Claim 25. However, when an image screen is converted normally into 
another screen, image data included in the original screen is modified, 
whereby it becomes impossible to restore the original screen. 
Therefore, there is no specificity in the description of Claim 25, 
and thus the invention according to Claim 25 could have easily been 
achieved by those skilled in the art.

(54) Screen editing method for a terminal device using a radio 
communication network and computer-readable recording medium 
recorded with the screen editing method 

Abstract 

The present invention relates to a screen editing method for 
a terminal device on a radio communication network architecture, 
and a computer-readable recording medium recorded with the screen 
editing method. The screen editing method using the radio 
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communication network architecture including a client, a WAP server 
that provides a service requested by the client, and a gateway that 
connects a radio communication network and the Internet with each 
other between the client and the WAP server, executes: an initial 
screen displaying step of causing, when the client is connected 
to the WAP server via the Internet using a WAP browser, an initial 
menu screen stored in a program D/B of the WAP server to be displayed 
on a screen of the client; an initial menu setting step of selecting 
a menu displayed on the initial screen to input; a screen editing 
step of reading, when the initial menu setting step is completed, 
a screen structure stored in a data management D/B of the WAP server, 
and editing the screen structure to obtain a desired image; and 
a function selecting step of selecting a function of causing the 
screen edited in the screen editing step to be stored in a screen 
storage D/B of the WAP server, to be sent by mail, or to be deleted. 
Thus , the user connects to an Internet server through a mobile terminal 
device and downloads a desired image in real time, thereby making 
it possible to create his/her own aquarium by selecting and arranging 
on a screen of the terminal device not only various fishes, but 
also water plants, stones, sand, and the like. 

(57) Scope of Claims 
Claim 1 

A screen editing method for a terminal device using a radio 
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communication network architecture including a client mounted with 
a WAP browser, a WAP server constituted by a server administrator, 
a script, and various D/Bs for providing a service requested by 
the client, and a gateway that connects a radio communication network 
and the Internet with each other between the client and the WAP 
server, the screen editing method comprising: 

an initial screen displaying step of controlling, when the 
client is connected to the WAP server via the Internet using the 
WAP browser, an initial menu screen stored in a program D/B of the 
WAP server to be displayed on a screen of the client; 

an initial menu setting step of selecting a menu displayed 
on the initial screen to input; 

a screen editing step of reading, when the initial menu setting 
step is completed, a screen structure stored in a data management 
D/B of the WAP server, and editing the screen structure to obtain 
a desired image; and 

a function selecting step of selecting a function that causes 
the screen edited in the screen editing step to be stored in a screen 
storage D/B of the WAP server, to be sent by mail, or to be deleted. 

Claim 2 

A screen editing method for a terminal device using a radio 
communication network architecture including a client mounted with 
an ME browser and a WEB server constituted by a server administrator, 



a script, and various D/Bs for providing a service requested by 
the client, the screen editing method comprising: 

an initial screen displaying step of controlling, when the 
client is connected to to the WEB server via the Internet using 
the ME browser, an initial menu screen stored in a program D/B of 
the WEB server to be displayed on a screen of the terminal device 
of the client side; 

an initial menu setting step of selecting a menu displayed 
on the initial screen to input; 

a screen editing step of reading, when the initial menu setting 
step is completed, a screen structure stored in a screen data 
management D/B of the WEB server, and editing the screen structure 
to obtain a desired screen; and 

a function selecting step of selecting a function that causes 
the screen edited in the screen editing step to be stored in a screen 
storage D/B of the WEB server, to be sent by mail, or to be deleted. 

Claim 7 

A computer-readable recording medium recorded with a program 
that causes a terminal device to execute a screen editing method 
in a radio communication network architecture including a client 
mounted with a WAP browser, a WEB server constituted by a server 
administrator, a script, and various D/Bs for providing a service 
requested by the client, and a gateway that connects a radio 
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communication network and the Internet with each other between the 
client and the WEB server, the screen editing method comprising: 

an initial screen displaying step of controlling, when the 
client is connected to the WAP server via the Internet using the 
WAP browser, an initial menu screen stored in a program D/B of the 
WAP server to be displayed on a screen of the client; 

an initial menu setting step of selecting a menu displayed 
on the initial screen to input; 

a screen editing step of reading, when the initial menu setting 
step is completed, a screen structure stored in a data management 
D/B of the WAP server, and editing the screen structure to obtain 
a desired image; and 

a function selecting step of selecting a function that causes 
the screen edited in the screen editing step to be stored in a screen 
storage D/B of the WAP server, to be sent by mail, or to be deleted. 

Claim 8 

A computer-readable recording medium recorded with a program 
that causes for a terminal device to execute a screen editing method 
in a radio communication network architecture including a client 
mounted with an ME browser and a WEB server constituted by a server 
administrator, a script, and various D/Bs for providing a service 
requested by the client, the screen editing method comprising: 

an initial screen displaying step of controlling, when the 
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client is connected to the WEB server via the Internet using the 
ME browser, an initial menu screen stored in a program D/B of the 
WEB server to be displayed on a screen of the terminal device of 
the client side; 

an initial menu setting step of selecting a menu displayed 
on the initial screen to input; 

a screen editing step of reading, when the initial menu setting 
step is completed, a screen structure stored in a screen data 
management D/B of the WEB server, and editing the screen structure 
to obtain a desired image; and 

a function selecting step of selecting a function that causes 
the screen edited in the screen editing step to be stored in a screen 
storage D/B of the WEB server, to be sent by mail, or to be deleted. 
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
